arrived in Chinchiaog ( 118-34 9 24-54); it was later identified as a training 
division from the 43 Army, it the major unit in the Chinese Communist 
attack on Hainan, and was stationed on Hainan until June* when it was sent 
to Chlnchiang via Bwatov. One regiment is now at Amoy and two are at Chin*** 
chiang* 

2- All officers and men of this division can swim and are experienced in 

amphibious landings. Some companies won the title of "lodel Hero Company 
in Amphibious Landings" from their Hainan experience. They were sent to
